hands of a few. Then these few, 
not satisfied with the spoils of the 
nation, begin to exploit foreign 
commerce, which eventually leads 
to a commercial war in whicn 
the blood of the masses is spill­ 
ed for the purpose of making the 
rich richer. 
It was also agreed that when 
this vicious circle culminates into 
another commercial war that the 
structure of the present civiliza­ 
tion will crash even carrying down 
with it the . greedy 
millionaries 
whose lust exceeds their common 
sense. 
But the two men disagi'eed in 
that Lewis Corey insisted that the 
only solution was 
socialism 
in 
which all business would be op­ 
erated by the government, like the 
postoffices, for service and not fo r! 
profit. Herbert Agar argued th a t! 
we could continue under capital-1 
ism provided it was curbed and j 
patched up. In controlling capita­ 
lism, he claimed that it was nec­ 
essary to distribute the wealth so 
that we would have a nation of 
small property owners instead of 
a monopoly in which a few rich 
own most of the wealth. 
Like Herbert Agar, for the past 
several years we have contended 
that capitalism could be kept un­ 
der control. And the high income 


tax on large incomes, as well as 
the inheritance tax, 
are 
among 
the chief methods of control. For 
it is these taxes that take the sur­ 
plus wealth away from the rich, 
who do not need it, and distri­ 
bute it among the farmers, teacn- 
ers and laborers who do need '-t 
and who are only half paid now. 
But the capitalists 
insist 
that 
they do not want to be controlled 
and reformed and every attempt 
to curb them in their race 
for 
suicide is met with a 
powerful 
kick-back, for the capitalists ovn 
most of the large newspapers and 
most of the 
radio 
rights, 
and 
they know how to confuse 
the 
minds of the masses.

TO 
EMPHASIZE FORM FIRST 
‘“The tendency inherent in de­ 
nominations to emphasize the form 
instead of the substance, the de­ 
nominational pecularity instead of 
the oneness of Christian purpose” 
was regretted by John D. Rocke­ 
feller, Jr., in a letter to the north­ 
ern Baptist convention in which 
he stated that his contribution for 
the current fiscal year would be 
the last to the unified budget .;f 
the convention. 
Mr. Rockefeller intends in the 
future to donate to specific pro­ 
jects, chiefly inter- or non-denor 
minational, “which interpret the 
Christian task in the light of pre­ 
sent day needs 
and 
which 
are 
based not so much on denomina­ 
tional affiliation as on broad, for­ 
ward-looking principles of coop­ 
eration.” 
“I believe in aenomination—in- i 
sofar as they make necessary pro­ 
vision for individual variation in 
religious experience,” Mr. Rocke­ 
feller wrote. 
“I 
recognize 
the 
significance, the beauty, and the 
helpfulness of ritual and creed as 
developed by different denomin­ 
ational groups.” He has long felt, 
however, that “this denomination­ 
al emphasis is a divisive force in 
the progress of organized Chris­ 
tian work and an obstacle to the 
development of the spirit and life 
of Christ among men. 
“If the Church is to go 
for­ 
ward.” Mr. Rockefeller added, “if 
it is to hold the young people of 
today who, generally speaking, sure 
not greatly concerned about de­ 
nominational distinctions and have 
a decreasing interest in sectarian 
missions and if their 
support of 
its activities is to replace that of 
older givers who pass on, thise 
denominational 
distinctions 
are 
bound to fade 
in 
the 
forward 
movement 
of 
a 
great 
united 
Church open to all who seek 
to 
follow Christ and to find in Him 
the abundant life. 
“Such a Church will, I believe, 
meet the needs of young people 
and enlist their support 
of 
’ts 
missions at home and abroad. We 
of the older generation should not 
discourage them or be instrumen­ 
tal in lessening their interest 
by 
passing on the divisive elements 
of our present day religion. Ra­ 


ther should we work with them 
in relegating the non-essentials to 
a place of secondary importance 
and stand with them for the fun­ 
damentals of Christian unity, feel­ 
ing confident that on such a foun­ 
dation they will rear a Church for 
be.ter adapted to the requirements 
of their day and generation than 
any we could build for them.” 
Mr. 
Rockefeller’s 
action 
in 
withdrawing his support of 
the 
unified budget does not indicate 
a lessening of his interest in re­ 
ligion and the church, he said. “On 
the contrary, it springs from a 
deeper and growing desire to en­ 
courage and further those united 
and non-sectarian activities 
and 
agencies which emphasize above 
all else unity in Christian 
ser­ 
vice, love for God as He is re­ 
vealed in Christ and 
His living 
spirit, and the vital translation of 
this love into Christ-like living. 
I am therefore seeking to use such 
influence as I have in emphasizing 
the basic truths common to all de­ 
nominations, in lowering denom­ 
inational barriers and in promot­ 
ing effective cooperation 
among 
Christians of whatever Creed.”
